REPORT OF PARDONS, COMMUTATIONS OF SENTENCE, 
REMISSIONS OF FINES, AND RESPITES, 
FOR THE YEARS 1943-1944 


Pardons 


EUGENE WALKER—Silver Bow county; forgery; sentenced Septem- 
ber 10, 1943, to one year. Because of unusual circumstances in the case the 
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District Judge and Prosecuting Attorney recommended clemency. On 
November 19, 1948, a pardon was granted, conditioned upon Walker’s enter- 
ing the armed forces. 


GEORGE FRANKLIN—Granite county; robbery; sentenced September 
G, 1940, to fifteen years. Judge and County Attorney and Prison Warden did 
not oppose clemency, and on May 3, 1944, a pardon was granted conditioned 
upon Franklin’s entering the armed service. 


ENOCH FORS—Cascade county; grand larceny; sentenced August 7, 
1918, to one-to-five years. Having a good prison record he was recommended 
for parole after nine months and was released. He went to Minneapolis 
where he lived the life of a good citizen. Recentlly he applied for citizen- 
ship papers but was barred by reason of the Montana conviction. In order 
that he might be made eligible for citizenship he was granted an uncon- 
ditional pardon on August 4, 1944. 


RUSSELL M. STEVENS—Missoula county; attempting to commit rape; 


sentenced June 4, 1936, to thirty years. Being accepted for induction into 
_ armed forces, and Judge and County Attorney having no objection, a pardon 
was granted on November 14, 1944, conditioned upon Stevens’ induction into 
the service. 

Commutations 


HERBY HOWARD—Richland county; giving liquor to a minor; sen- 
tenced February 25, 1948, to six months in county jail and fined two hundred 
fifty dollars. Judge, County Attorney, Sheriff, and numerous citizens 
recommended clemency, feeling punishment was excessive. On May 17, 1943, 
sentence was commuted to three months and fine was remitted. 


RAY SNIDER—Fergus county; grand larceny; sentenced December 4, 
1939, to ten years. County Attorney and prosecuting witness recommended 
clemency. Snider was expected to apply for enlistment in the armed forces. 
On January 20, 1943, sentence was commuted to six years. 


GEORGE SIME—Toole county; rape; sentenced July 8, 1942, to ten 
years. Sime’s record as a citizen was excellent. The Sheriff and numerous 
citizens ef Toole and Gallatin counties joined in recommending clemency. In 
prison Sime had filled a position of trust. On January 20, 1948, sentence 
was commuted to two years. 


OLAF BOLSTAD—Richiand county; attempted rape; sentenced Novem- 
ber 12, 1941; to five years. Because of his good record before conviction and 
a model prison record, many citizens of his home county having suggested 
clemency and there being no objection from Court officials, on January 20, 
1948, sentence was commuted to twenty-eight months. 


NORMAN E. LEWIS—Granite county; robbery; sentenced September 
9, 1940, to ten years. Lewis’ age at time of commission of the offense was 
less than seventeen years. Fatherless from childhood he had been on his own 
for many years, fell in with bad companions and ended in prison. He wanted 
to join the Army. The Judge, County Attorney and numerous Missoula 
county citizens who knew the youth recommended clemency. On April 6, 
1943, sentence was commuted to five years. 


JOHN LEWIS—Fergus county; grand larceny; sentenced April 18, 
1941, to six years. Lewis gave evidence of having learned his lesson. He 
had assurance of a farm job if released. In view of the shortage of farm 
labor and feeling that the sentence was rather severe, Lewis’ time was re- 
duced to four years, on August 28, 1943. 


STEVE ROSBARSK Y—Cascade county; rape; sentenced November 3, 
1941, to twenty years. Two men were involved in the ease. One pleaded 
guilty and was sent up for two years, being released at the end of one year. 
Rosbarsky stood trial and was given twenty years. The Sheriff and many 
citizens urged clemency, and Rosbarsky having shown evidence of reforma- 
tion, his sentence was on March 27, 1944, diminished to five years. 
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A. F. LOPPIE—Beaverhead county; third degree assault; sentenced to 
six months in County jail and fined $100.00. Loppie being a rancher and 
man of family, I granted to him a respite of sixty days so that he might 
preserve his crops from destruction. Finally, believing that he had been 
sufficiently punished, on July 12, 1944, I commuted his sentence to thirty- 
six days in jail and remitted the fine imposed. 


J. A. RUSSELL—Missoula county; arson, third degree; sentenced on 
July 19, 1948, to three years. Russell had a good record as a prisoner. He 
had a heart ailment and a sister purposed taking him to a specialist in the 
east and eventually establishing him in business. Several well known Mis- 
soula county citizens familiar with the case recommended clemency, in which 
the Prison Warden joined. On September 5, 1944, Russell’s sentence was re- 
duced to two years. 


JOHN BRANDON—Granite county; grand larceny; sentenced May 18, 
1940, to ten years. The prisorer’s father was in critical condition physically 
and it was desirable that he be taken to Arizona or New Mexico. The War- 
den recommended Brandon’s release that he might assist in earning a living 
for his parents. On November 14, 1944, his sentence was reduced to five 
years. 


Remission of Fine 


JAMES MORNING GUN—Glacier county; third degree assault; sen- 
tenced June 7, 1943, to six months in County jail and fined $400.00. Morning 
Gun’s jail term had been served and he had served twenty-two days of the 

fine. He was wholly without funds wherewith to pay his fine. On Decem- 
' ber 29, 1948, the unserved portion of his fine was remitted, conditioned upon 
Morning Gun’s refraining from drinking intoxicants or entering a tavern, 
night club or saloon for a period of eighteen months. 


Respite 


A. F. LOPPIE—Beaverhead county; third degree assault; case referred 
to above. On June 2, 1944, a respite of sixty days was given Loppie in order 
that he might attend to his ranch work and save his crops.

MORRIS D. ROWLAND 


Life at best is a struggle. The mad rush of modern living has given 
humanity too little time for the cultivation of those social contacts and 
graces which really make life worthwhile. Humanity is living in a great 
hope that sometime, somewhere, we are going to take time to know each 
other better, cultivate closer relationships, and then suddenly on silent wings 
comes the summons that momentarily shocks and permanently leaves a void. 


Thus to legions of associates and friends in all walks of life on February 
19, 1948, came the undeniable realization of the sudden and unexpected 
death of Honorable and Senator Morris D. “Paddy” Rowland, who in the 
midst of a life of service to humanity was called to “join the innumerable

MEMORIAL TOUCHING UPON THE LIFE AND DEATH OF THE 
HONORABLE GEORGE W. RUFFCORN 


WHEREAS, the Honorable George W. Ruffcorn, a former member of 
this body, departed this life on the twenty-seventh day of June, 1944; and 


WHEREAS, it is entirely proper and fitting that the record and accom- 
plishments of the late Senator be placed on record in the Twenty-ninth 
Legislative Assembly in the State of Montana, the following facts relative 
to his career are hereby noted: 


The late George W. Ruffcorn was born on the twenty-second day of 
February, 1889 at Parsons, Kansas. After graduating from high school he 
attended Northwestern University where he received his degree of Bachelor 
of Law. Later he attended Yale University on a scholarship for the period 
of one year. Thereafter, and in 1913, he decided to make Montana _ his 
adopted state and enrolled in the University of Montana at Missoula, from 
which he received his Bachelor of Arts. degree. 


Upon completion of his law course he entered upon the practice of his 
chosen profession and was honored by the citizens of Valley County by being 
elected county attorney thereof and served with distinction during the years 
1915 and 1916. 


Politically, Senator Ruffcorn was a member of the Democratic party 
and in 1937 was elected a member of the House of Representatives from 
Valley County. From 1939 to 1944 he served his said county as state 
senator, giving unstintingly of his time and talent to all phases of the work. 


Senator Ruffcorn was married to Marguerite McDaniels and, in addi- 
tion to his widow and two brothers, William, a former member of this body, 
and Frank, he is survived by three sons, namely: James, Neil, and George 
W., Jr. His son, James, is now serving in the Merchant Marine. His son 
George W., Jr. is now residing at Tacoma, Washington. His son Neil is an 
Ensign in the U. S. Navy and at present is a pilot in the South Pacific. 


His military record includes service with the United States Punitive 
Expedition into Mexico. 


During his term as senator from Valley County, he resigned his office 
to accept a position as district supervisor of the Department of Internal 
Revenue. This position he held when the Angel of Death struck his name 
from the roll of the living on June 27, 1944 at Roundup, Montana, he then 
having attained the age of fifty-five years. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of the Twenty- 
ninth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana in regular session con- 
vened that we deeply deplorté the death of our former beloved and respected 
member, The Honorable George W. Ruffcorn, and extend to his widow and 
children our sincere sympathy in their bereavement; and

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SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
HONORABLE HOWARD K. HAZELBAKER 


WHEREAS, the members of the State Senate of the Twenty- ninth 
Legislative Assembly of Montana deeply regret the passing from this life 
of the Honorable Howard K. Hazelbaker, a former member of the Senate 
of Montana, from Lake County, Montana; and 


WHEREAS, Howard K. Hazelbaker passed from this life on January 4, 
1945, at a hospital in Missoula, Montana, at the untimely age of thirty- 
seven years. Funeral services were held on January 8, 1945, at the Elks 
Temple in Missoula, with Reverend Charles Durstin, of Polson, pastor of 
the Christian Church, officiating. Burial was made in the Lake View 
Cemetery at Polson, Montana, with graveside services EN, by the 
Masonic Lodge of Polson: and 


WHEREAS, Howard K. Hazelbaker was born on February 29, 1908, at 
Prescott, Kansas. At the age of twelve he moved with his parents to Kansas 
City, where he graduated from high school. He learned the printing trade 
in that city while employed by the Kansas City Post. He came to Mon- 
tana in 1930 and in 1986 he received his degree from the School of Journal- 
ism at the Montana State University. At one time he was also employed 
by The Daily Missoulian. Politically, Mr. Hazelbaker was affiliated with 
and actively identified with the Republican party. In direct connection with 
his newspaper and publicity work, he owned and edited The Flathead 
Courier at Polson from 1937 to 1942. He was a charter member of the 
Progressive and Rotary Clubs at Polson, and fraternally, a member of the 
Masonic bodies and cf the Elks.

STATE SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE LIFE AND PASSING OF 
JAMES FRANCIS O’CONNOR 


The members of the State Senate of the Twenty-ninth Legislative 
Assembly deeply regret and mourn the untimely death of James Francis 
O’Connor, Montana’s Representative to Congress from the Second District, 
which occurred on January 15, 1945 in Washington D. C. At the time of 
his passing Representative O’Connor was sixty-six years old. 


James’ Francis O’Connor was born on a farm on May 7, 1878 near 
California Junction, Iowa; attending public and normal school in that state. 
_ He was graduated from Nebraska Law School in 1904. 


A resident of Montana since 1905, Mr. O’Connor practiced law in 

Livingston and was president of the school board for several years. He 

- began his brilliant political career in Montana as judge of the Sixth Judi- 

cial District, where he served as the youngest judge in the state. Rapidly 

advancing in consequence of his outstanding, forceful character and legal 

ability, he was elected to the Montana House of Representatives and was 
elected speaker that same term, which was an unusual procedure. 


In 1936 he was first elected to Congress from the Second Montana 
District, where he served faithfully and well. He was re-elected in 1938, 
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1940, 1942 and 1944. His service in the Congress of the United States 


reflected the greatest credit to the State of Montana. In fact, he was a — 


leader in congressional affairs, for besides being Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Indian Affairs, he ably served on census, flood control, irrigation 


and reclamation, public lands, territories and war claims committees, Dur- — 


ing his terms of office, he devoted much of his time to the interest of the 
west, particularly to Montana—the land he loved. 


Besides his political activities, he was a member of the Montana Bar 
Association, the Catholic church and the Livingston Lodge of Elks. 


In 1898 he married Miss Kate Adams, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
Adams at Council Bluffs, Iowa. Surviving him are his widow, a son, Lieut. 
Miles J. O’Connor of the United States Navy and a daughter, Mrs. Monte 
Forney of Havre, Montana.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The Committee appointed to draft suitable memorial upon the death of 
the late Senator Thomas J. Walker of Silver Bow submitted the following 
memorial: . 
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SENATE MEMORIAL UPON THE LIFE AND DEATH OF THE LATE 
HONORABLE THOMAS JOSEPH WALKER, A FORMER 
DISTINGUISHED MEMBER OF THIS BODY 


The Honorable Thomas Joseph Walker was born March 25, 1877, in 
Plymouth, Pennsylvania, the son of David and Ellen (Comerford) Walker. 
His paternal grandfather emigrated from Ireland to the United States and 
served as an officer in the Union Army during the Civil War. 


Judge Walker’s father was born, reared and married in Pennsylvania. 
He brought his family to Butte in the early eightys where he was identified 
with mining interests until his death in 1902. He was survived by his 
widow and two sons and four daughters. 


Tom Walker worked outside of school hours as a newspaper boy and 
time keeper at the Butte mines. In 1898 he enlisted in Troop L. of the 
Third U. S. Cavalary known as “Grigsby’s Cowboys”, a division of the 
famous “Rough Riders” of the Spanish American War. 


He attended Butte schools, All Hallows College of Salt Lake City, 
Georgetown University, and graduated from the law department of the 
University of Virginia in 1902. Upon his return to Montana after graduation 
he was associated with the law firm of McHatton and Cotter for three years, 
and left that firm to form a partnership with Edwin M. Lamb. 


When his brother Frank C. Walker, completed his college career and 
returned to Butte, the firm of Walker and Walker was organized which 
handled important legal business for transportation, industrial and other 
companies. This partnership lasted until Frank C. Walker moved to New 
York and Washington as legal representative of a theater corporation. 


In 1908, Thomas J. Walker was elected County Attorney of Silver Bow 
County and re-elected in 1910. He also served in the House of Representa- 
tives of the Montana State Legislature from Silver Bow County, in the ninth 
Session in 1905 and in the Senate from the eighteenth to twenty-third 
Sessions, 1923-1933. 


Mr. Walker was an active and influential member of the Democratic 
party in Montana and also a member of various social and fraternal or- 
ganizations, the Butte Country Club, the Silver Bow Club, the Elks, the 
Eagles, and the Fourth Degree of the Knights of Columbus. 


He married Maud Galen, daughter of Hugh Galen, a prominent pioneer 
businessman of Montana, in Helena, June 7, 1905. Both Mr. and Mrs. 
Walker belonged to the Roman Catholic church. 


In June, 1940, President Roosevelt appointed Thomas J. Walker an 
associate justice of the United States Customs Court. This appointment 
came because of his outstanding record in Montana jurisprudence as a 
Jawyer, prosecuting attorney and legislator. Upon the eve of his departure 
to accept his new post and to make his home in the East, Judge Walker said, 
at a dinner given in his honor by his associates of over 50 years: “I will 
try to wear it (the judicial mantle) with dignity and with decency, I pray 


that you will never hear that it has been sullied by any act-of injustice or . |} 


failure to public trust.” This promise was faithfully kept. 


, Tom Walker’s one regret in assuming his new office was that it took 
him from Montana. Every summer vacation he came home to pats beloved 
state to visit old friends and scenes. 


He died in New York City, Jan. 18, 1945 and was buried from st. 
Patrick’s church in Butte, Montana, January 24, 1945. 


WHEREAS, the death of Tom Walker came as a profound shock to 
thousands of people in Montana who had come to know him as a man of 
lovable personal qualities and a man who was intensely interested in any 
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movement or development designed to advance the welfare of this state. 
His splendid professional talents, his voice of eloquence and his enthusiasm 
in support of any worthy undertaking were ever at the call of his fellow 
Montanans and contributed in a large degree to the success of many con- 
structive measures introduced to serve the needs and welfare of the people 
of our state, and, 


WHEREAS, Tom Walker, served with high honor as a member of both 
houses of the Montana General Assemblies and is remembered with affection 
by a number of the members of the Twenty-ninth Legislative Assembly, and, 


WHEREAS, he was always diligent in the performance of his public 
duties, loyal to his friends and possessed of a deep sense of responsibility to 
his state and nation, and, 


WHEREAS, his death robs our state of an outstanding citizen and 
leader, and the Twenty-ninth Legislative Assembly deeply mourns his 
passing, 


NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Senate of the Twenty- 
ninth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, expressing the sen- 
timents of all the thousands of the people of Montana who knew Tom 
Walker do express to the members of his family the sincere and heart-felt 
condolences of all its members in this time of their bereavement. May they 
receive comfort in the knowledge that they do not share their bereavement 
alone and that the entire citizenry of Montana joins in the profound satisfac- 
tion afforded by an appreciation of the rich heritage of unselfish service he 
has left to all of us, and, 


THEREFORE, BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that a copy of this 
resolution be forwarded to his family and spread upon the journal of the

Twenty-sixth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, and all prior 
laws imposing a gallonage tax on dealers and distributors of gasoline; pro- 
viding for the levying of a license tax of five cents a gallon to be paid by 
dealers in gasoline and anticipating the revenues therefrom; prescribing the 
form, terms and conditions of said debentures, the rate of interest thereon 
not exceeding four percent per annum, and the dates of the maturity of said 
debentures; prescribing the conditions under which the sale of such deben- 
tures may be made, and the use of the funds to be derived from the sale 
thereof; providing for the repayment of both principal and interest of such 
debentures, and for the pledging and setting aside in the state highway 
treasury anticipation debenture interest and redemption fund herein created 
of a sufficient amount of said license tax on dealers in gasoline to pay said 
debentures and interest; providing for the creation of a liability binding the 
State of Montana not to reduce the license tax on dealers in gasoline until 
after the accrual of sufficient moneys to pay said debentures and interest; 
and providing that no part of the proceeds of the license tax mentioned 
shall be diverted to any purposes other than those hereinabove expressly 
provided for.” Referred to Committee on Roads and Highways. 


House Bill No. 106 introduced by Esp and Scofield: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to appropriate twenty-five thousand ($25,000.00) dollars 
per annum to aid in the continuation of the cooperative work now being 
carried on by the Montana Livestock Commission and the United States De- 
partment of the Interior, Fish and Wildlife Service, in the control of pre- 
datory animals in the State of Montana and said funds to be subject to the 
order of the Livestock Commission of the State of Montana.” Referred to 
Committee on Finance and Claims.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


The following communications from the Governor were received and 
read:

The President of the Senate, 
Senate Chamber, 
Helena, Montana. 


I am returning herewith Senate Bill No. 20, entitled: 


“An Act to amend Chapter 227 of the 1943 Session Laws of the State 
of Montana, being an Act providing for the establishment of a Juvenile 
Court, as a part of the District Court . . . by adding thereto a Section 
designated as Section 34, providing for certain exceptions to such Act’’, 
without my approval and with my objections thereto. 


| The section which would be added under this bill, after providing that 
‘ the act shall not apply to the commission of any offense punishable by law 
with life imprisonment or for which the penalty is death, provides: 


“That in all other cases of felony it shall be within the discretion of the 
judge of the district court of the county wherein such felony is alleged to 
have been committed, either to order an information filed and to try and 
dispose of such case in said district court under the provisions of the laws 
of the State of Montana applicable thereto, or in the juvenile court of anee 
county under the provisions of this act.” 


In considering this question it is well to quote the purpose of the act 
of the session of 1948, wherein it is declared: 


“This act shall be liberally construed, to the end that its purpose may 
be carried cut, to-wit: that the care, custody, education, and discipline of 
the child shall approximate, as nearly as may be, that which should be given 
the child by its parents, and that, as far as practicable, any delinquent child 
shall be treated, not as a criminal, but as misdirected and misguided, and 
needing aid, encouragement, help and assistance.” 
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In elaboration of the purposes of our laws relating to juvenile delin- 
quency, it is worth our while to ponder the words of our own Supreme 
Court, which said (State ex rel. Palagi v. Freeman et al., 81 Montana, p. 
132 et seq.): 


“While Section 12284, above, provides that ‘appeals may be prosecuted 
as in other criminal cases,’ proceedings against juvenile offenders are in no 
sense criminal proceedings; they do not contemplate punishment for the 
offense committed but the prevention of erring minors from becoming crim- 
inals. . . . The purpose of such statutes is to save children from prosecu- 
tion and conviction on charges of crimes committed against the State, and 
to relieve them from the stigma attaching to conviction; to guard and 
protect them from themselves and evil-minded persons with whom they are 
in contact, including improper home influences, and to train them mentally, 
morally and physically, when it appears that they are not receiving such 
training in the home. It is but an administrative police regulation for the 
saving of the child and the protection of society, and, in administering the 
law, the courts to which such administration is entrusted act more in a 
paternal, than in a judicial, capacity.” 


It is not my purpose to enter into a discussion of the problem of juve- 
nile delinquency, one that is causing the gravest concern throughout our 
country, although it is disheartening to recall that the large majority of 
delinquency cases today are what the law terms felonies. 


Since Senate Bill No. 20 came to my desk, I have discussed the question 
of the proposed Section 34 with a number of our district judges, in whose 
hands is the administration of the delinquency laws, and all of them, with 
only one exception, spoke their objections to the clause making it discre- 
tionary with the judge whether he shall order the filing of an information 
or proceed to trial in the Juvenile Court. 


It is my belief that our juvenile delinquency laws, as they are on the 
statute books today, represent the best thought of long-time students of the 
subject. The purpose of the act of 1943 is so clearly set out that the pre- 
siding judge cannot be in doubt as to what his duty may be, and I am con- 
vinced that we should commit an error should we make the matter one for 
the court’s discretion. 


Being of this opinion, I am constrained to withhold my signature, and 
therefore Senate Bill No. 20 is returned without my approval.

A MEMORIAL BY THE SENATE OF THE TWENTY-NINTH LEGISLA- 
TIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF MONTANA UPON THE 
LIFE AND DEATH OF THE LATE SENATOR O. F. 
GODDARD OF YELLOWSTONE COUNTY 


Oscar Fletcher Goddard, Yellowstone County’s first full-term senator 
after statehood, was born at Troy, Iowa on January 20, 1853, the son of 
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Richard T. Goddard and Elizabeth Goddard. He studied law in the office 
of his uncle, Judge Harvey Tannehill, Centerville, Iowa; was admitted to 
the Iowa Bar in 1880 and for three years practiced his profession at Cory- 
don, Iowa. On his twenty-eighth birthday he was married to Miss Alwelda 
Stephenson who preceded him in death by seventeen years. Three chil- 
dren were born as the issue of this marriage: Wilbur Fletcher Goddard, 
who died in 1913, Mrs. E. W. Adams and Mrs. William P. Rixon, both of 
whom now reside at Billings, Montana. 


O. F. Goddard came to Billings, Montana, in March of 1883 where he 
made his home until the day of his death on September 25, 1943. In the 
practice of the law he was eminently successful; as a judge he was the 
exemplification of fairness; as a senator he was wise and sagacious; as a 
husband and father he was kind and loving’; as a man he was capble, honest 
and upright; as a friend he was loyal and true and as a citizen he was 
Montana’s First. 


In public life Judge Goddard served his state well: city attorney, county 
attorney, district judge, supreme court justice, state senator, a member of 
the State Board of Education, Historical Society of Montana and of the 
Constitutional Convention—all these offices were ably filled by him. 


To record the accomplishments of this eminent citizen is to give the 
history of Montana. The late Judge Goddard will always be a part of Mon- 
tana. Our people will ae ts respect and revere his memory, now, there- 
fore,

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 
The following communication from the Governor was received and read: 


February 28, 1945. 


The President of the Senate, 
Senate Chamber, 
Helena, Montana. 


Herewith is returned Senate Substitute for Senate Bill No. 97, entitled: 
“An. Act to amend Chapter 308 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, 
relating to the protection of fish and game, by adding a new section to be 
known as Section 3722 (B), authorizing the State Fish and Game Commis- 
sion to remove and dispose of beaver increasing in numbers and damaging 
property”, without my approval and with my objections thereto. 


To begin with, under existing law the Fish and Game Commission has 
authority to live-trap and remove beaver that are doing damage within a 
‘Fish and Wildlife Service Refuge or on other public lands, after the filing 
of a written complaint. 


It is apparent that the intent of this Bill would be defeated because of 
the lack of a prohibition against the Federal government’s obtaining a 
share of the hides from the trapper for the privilege of trapping on public 
lands. To be explicit, the land manager of a Fish and Wildlife Refuge may 
contact a trapper and enter into an agreement that one-half the pelts, or 
the value thereof, would be turned over to the Federal agency for the . 
trapping privilege. 


Again, the Fish and Game Commission already has authority to remove 
beaver that are obstructing the flow of a stream where public health is en- 
dangered. 


Finally, the cost of an investigation on public lands where the increase 
of beaver warrants their removal would be much greater than the income 
that could be derived from the sale of special trapping permits at $10.00 
each, so that part of the inspection costs would necessarily come out of the - 
revenue derived from sale of fishing and hunting licenses; it is my belief 


that the cost of managing fur-bearing animals ought not be borne by 
this fund. 


For the reasons herein outlined, I must withhold my signature from

Committee to wait upon the Governor, reported that the committee had 
informed the Governor that the Senate had completed its business and was 
ready to adjourn sine die, and the Governor requested the committee 4 
convey to the Senate his appreciation and gratitude for the cooperation of 
As Senate during the sixty days of the Legislature. Committee was dis- 
charged. ; 


Senator Baker of Dawson, Chairman of the Committee to wait upon the 
House, reported that the committee had informed the House that the 
Senate had completed its business and was ready to adjourn sine die. Com- 
mittee was discharged. 


Upon motion of Senator Simmons of Carbon, President Pro Tempore, 
duly seconded and carried, the Senate of the Twenty-ninth Legislative As- 
sembly adjourned sine die at 4:45 P. M., on the Sixtieth Leigslative Day.
